IPFW,  along  wilh  other  universities  in 
Indiana,  has  instituted  a  policy  to 
address  the  issue  of  Acquired  Immune 
Deliciency  Syndrome.  The  policy 
states  that  the  chancellor  will  make 
decisions  "that  relate  to  the  compatibili- 
ty of  an  infected  person  with  campus 
life."  An  IPFW  AIDS  Information  Com- 
mittee has  also  been  created  to  coordi- 
nate and  disseminate  information  about 
AIDS  to  the  campus  community. 

"We  got  recommendations  from  the 
Stale  Board  ol  Health,  the  American 
College  Health  Association  and  the 
Center  for  Disease  Control  and  decid- 
ed that  we  needed  to  do  this  before  the 
issue  came  up  directly  and  someone 
said  What  is  the  policy?',"  said  Chan- 
cellor Joanne  Lantz.  "From  what  I  read 
in  the  newspapers,  eventually  it  will  be 
a  problem  on  campus."  Lantz  said  she 
knows  ot  no  HIV  positive  persons  or 
cases  of  AIDS  on  campus  al  this  time. 

"I  hesitate  to  use  Ihe  word  problem  in 
relation  to  AIDS."  said  Lantz.  "It  is  an 
issue  we  will  all  need  to  attend  lo 
because  the  numbers  of  HIV-infected 
people  have  greatly  increased. 

AIDS  is  a  disease  that  potentially 
affects  everyone,  it  is  no  longer  consid- 
ered a  disease  which  attacks  only 
specified  groups  of  people.  Anyone 
can  get  AIDS  regardless  of  age,  sex, 
sexual  preference  or  race,  said  Jack 


Ryan,  executive  director  of  the  Fori 
Wayne  AIDS  Task  Force.  "I  tell  people 
that  the  only  people  who  are  safe  are 
drug-free  virgins,"  said  Ryan. 

He  said  he  believed  AIDS  awareness 
is  especially  important  for  college-age 
people,  "These  are  (he  people  who 
tend  to  get  drunk  and  high,"  said  Ryan, 
"the  type  ol  behavior  which  can  impair 
decision  making  when  it  comes  lo  sex." 

The  IPFW  policy  on  AIDS  has  several 
major  points.  It  states  that  "the  partici- 
pation of  persons  intected  with  the  HIV 
virus  in  various  aspects  ol  campus  life 
...  should  be  determined  on  an  individu- 
al basis,  utilizing  Ihe  latest  available 
information  from  Ihe  Indiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  Ihe  American  College 
Health  Association  and  Centers  for  Dis- 
ease Control.  Situations  that  place  an 
infected  member  of  the  university  com- 
munity at  risk  for  his/her  own  health  will 
be  considered  individually."  and  "action 
compatible  with  university  student  and 
personnel  policies  may  be  taken  to  pro- 
tect the  student  or  employee." 

The  policy  also  says  that  "IPFW  does 
not  intend  to  require  HIV  antibody  test- 
ing of  individual  students,  faculty  or 
slalf,  unless  it  is  required  by  law,  by  the 
Indiana  State  Board  ol  Hearth,  by  the 
Trustees,  or  by  presently  unforeseen 
but  exceptional  circumstances." 

"The  policy  is  to  protect  people  who 
do  not  have  AIDS  from  getting  it  and 
for  those  who  do  have  it  lo  protect  their 


Campus  safety  week 
focuses  on  awareness

Next  week  IPFW  students  will  have 
the  chance  lo  increase  their  awareness 
of  personal  salety. 

Various  departments  on  campus  and 
community  organizations  will  be  spon- 
soring informative  programs  for  stu- 
dents throughout  Personal  Safety 
week,  which  is  Ocl.  28  lo  Nov.  1 . 

This  is  the  first  time  that  there  has 
been  a  collective  week-long  program 
about  personal  safety  on  campus. 

According  to  Steven  Roby,  cam- 
pus chiel  of  police.  'The  purpose  of 
personal  safety  week  is  to  raise  the 
consciousness  of  students,  staff 
and  faculty." 

The  tirst  program  offered  will  be 
"Against  Her  Will,"  presented  by  the 
Center  for  Women  and  Returning 
Adults  on  Monday.  Oct.  28,  at  noon. 
There  will  be  a  45-minute  film  on  date 
and  acquaintance  rape  followed  by  a 
panel  discussion. 

The  second  workshop  on  Tuesday 
will  focus  on  how  lo  reduce  office  and 
environmental  problems  such  as 
reflections  on  VDT  screens,  improper 
keyboard  height  and  chair  discomfort. 

There  will  also  be  a  live  interactive 
teleconference  called  "Suicide:  A  New 
Hope  Through  Science."  The  telecon- 
ference will  address  issues  concerning 


a  problem  on  campus  and  throughout 
the  general  population.  The  confer- 
ence is  sponsored  by  the  IPFW  Well- 
ness Council  and  Substance  Abuse 
Council. 

The  third  day  ol  Personal  Safety 
Week  will  feature  a  workshop  titled  "Be 
Safe."  Sponsored  by  ihe  Cenler  for 
Women  and  returninq  Adults  and  Cleri- 
cal Service  Staff  Advisory  Committee, 
the  workshop  will  provide  information 
about  home  safety,  self-defense,  thell 
protection  and  safety  on  Ihe  street. 

Police  and  Safely  are  sponsoring 
Personal  Protection  Instruction  on 
Thursday.  The  workshop  will  teach 
women  effective  personal  protection 
techniques,  according  lo  Roby. 

On  Friday  Fire  Extinguisher  Instruc- 
tion will  show  participants  how  to  use  a 
fire  extinguisher  in  case  of  a  fire  emer- 
gency. The  instruction,  also  sponsored 
by  Police  and  Salety,  will  take  place  in 
parking  lot  3. 

Roby  had  high  expectations  for  the 
week,,  "I  would  like  to  see  a  lot  ol  par- 
ticipation." Roby  felt  that  students  and 
staff  should  lake  advantage  of  the 
instruction  that  will  be  available 
throughout  the  week.  He  hoped  that 
by  providing  these  workshops  the  per- 
sonal safety  consciousness  will  be 
raised.

dignity  and  privacy."  said  Lantz. 
The  IPFW  AIDS  policy  begins  with 
some  basic  tacts  about  the  disease;  it 
explains  the  symptoms  and  the  differ- 
ence between  being  HIV  positive  and 
having  AIDS.  "Some  persons  infected 
with  the  (HIV)  virus  develop  AIDS, 
while  others  develop  AIDS-related 
symptoms,  which  include  persistent 
fever,  weight  loss,  lymph-gland 
swelling,  diarrhea,  fatigue,  and  neuro- 
logical impairments,"  according  to  the 
policy  statement.  The  statement  also 
says  that  many  Individuals  who  are  HIV 
infected  remain  symptom  free. 

"AIDS  infection  is  not  a  serious  risk  in 
Ihe  university  environment.  It  is  likely 
to  occur  if  persons  who  have  been 
exposed  to  the  virus  are  engaged  in 
needle-sharing  or  sexual  activity.  Cur- 
rent information  indicates  that  an  infect- 
ed person  does  not  endanger  others  by 
remaining  in  class,  laboratories,  clinical 
settings,  students  organizations,  or 
work  environments,"  according  to  Ihe 
policy,  which  is  printed  in  Ihe  IPFW 
Student  Handbook  lor  1991-92. 

The  IPFW  AIDS  Inlormation  Commit- 


tee is  primarily  lor  AIDS  education. 
"Most  of  our  efforts  are  to  inform  peo- 
ple in  the  campus  community  about 
AIDS,"  said  chairman  James  Ferguson. 
"We  participate  in  an  annual  health  (air 
on  campus,  we  show  films  with  ques- 
tion-and-answer  sessions,  and  we  pul 
out  an  annual  pamphlet  on  AIDS,"  he 
said.  So  far  this  semester  the  commit- 
tee has  not  held  any  meetings  or  spon- 
sored events,  and  there  probably  will 
not  be  any  until  next  semester,  said 
Ferguson. 

Both  Indiana  University,  Bloomington, 
and  Purdue  University,  West  Lafayette, 
have  AIDS  policies  and  some  kind  ol 
campus  organization  for  AIDS  educa- 
tion. Dr.  Hugh  Jessup,  director  ol  I.U.'s 
health  center  and  chairman  of  the  AIDS 
Task  Force  on  the  Bloomington  cam- 
pus said,  "HIV  awareness  is  very 
important  today.  A  tew  years  ago 
knowing  you  were  HIV  positive  didn't 
help  because  there  was  nothing  you 
could  do.  Now  knowing  your  status  is 
significant  because  drugs  like  AZT  can 
add  years  to  your  life,"  said  Jessup. 
Indiana  University  in  Bloomington  has 


a  university  AIDS  policy  similar  to 
IPFWs  In  that  decisions  are  made  on  a 
case-by-case  basis,  said  Jessup.  "Our 
policy  was  created  as  an  entitlement  lo 
university  services,"  he  said.  The  poli- 
cy was  nol  created  to  restrict  the  activi- 
ties of  those  with  HIV  positive  or  AIDS. 
"The  purpose  is  to  find  alternative  ways 
to  enable  them  to  continue  to  attend 
classes,  attend  sporting  events  and  so 
forth,"  said  Jessup. 

"What  people  often  don't  understand 
is  that  a  person  who  is  HIV  positive  is 
as  healthy  as  you  and  I.  It's  when 
AIDS  actually  begins  to  alfect  the  body 
that  a  person  may  need  these  ser- 
vices," Jesup  said.  He  said  the  policy 
Indiana  University  has  been  very  sup- 
portive in  providing  things  like 
wheelchairs  lor  students  with  AIDS. 

Purdue  also  has  adopted  "AIDS  on 
Ihe  College  Campus,"  written  by  the 
American  College  Health  Association 
as  its  policy.  The  campus  AIDS  com- 
mittee is  now  defunct,  but  AIDS  edu- 
cation continues  at  Purdue  through 
the  health  service.  "We  have  a  sexu-

Workshop  utlizes  metaphors

When  you  are  feeling  bad  or  out  or  sorts, 
would  you  ever  consider  using  a  metaphor  lo 
(eel  better?  On  Monday  Nick  Martin  held  a 
workshop  on  how  to  do  just  that. 

Martin,  who  is  a  counselor,  international  lectur- 
er and  author  of  "An  Operator's  Manual  for  Suc- 
cessful Living,"  explained  in  his  workshop,  "Mag- 
ic with  Metaphors,"  how  to  use  metaphors  as  a 
technique  to  help  you  "feel  belter  when  you  feel 
bad." 

Martin  explored  the  differences  between  good 
and  bad  feelings.  Bad  feelings,  he  said,  stress 
the  physical  body.  This  idea  is  essential  to  using 
the  metaphor  technique.  A  metaphor  is  a  figure 
of  speech  in  which  a  word  denoting  one  idea  is 
used  in  place  of  another. 

When  using  the  metaphor  technique,  a  per- 
son determines  where  in  their  body  they  feel  the 
stress  from  their  bad  feeling.  They  then  turn 
that  feeling  into  a  metaphor.  One  participant  In 
the  workshop  said  that  his  feeling  of  fear  was  a 
big,  rough,  hollow  ball  in  the  middle  of  his  stom- 


ach. 

After  the  metaphor  is  obtained,  Martin  stated 
that  the  person  should  then  find  some  way,  with- 
in the  frame  of  the  metaphor,  to  get  rid  of  it.  For 
example,  the  man  who  had  the  hollow  ball  In  his 
stomach  invoked  magical  powers  to  destroy  the 
ball.  After  the  ball  was  destroyed,  the  man  said 
the  fear  was  gone. 

The  metaphor  technique  is  included  in  what 
Martin  calls  the  toolbox  of  life:  tools  essential  to 
live  a  successful  life.  Martin  stated,  "Mental- 
health  counseling  is  a  type  of  education;  it's  pri- 
vate tutoring  about  how  to  live." 

Martin  pointed  out  that  80  percent  of  counsel- 
ing time  with  his  patients  is  spent  on  coming  to 
terms  with  bad  feelings.  If  "you  can  learn  to  do 
that  on  your  own.  that's  a  savings  of  80  per- 
cent." 

Martin's  week-long  stay  in  Ft..  Wayne  included 
a  workshop  at  the  YWCA  and  the  3-Rivers  Cen- 
ter Service,  and  an  appearance  on  Channel 
21's,  "Live  Line"  TV  show.  He  will  conclude  his 
visit  as  a  guest  speaker  at  "The  Wings  of  Spirit" 
retreat  Oct.  25  through  27. 
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Campus  AIDS  policy  lacks  foresight 


Once  again  a  hall-baked  idea 
storms  IPFW  with  the  new  AIDS  poli- 
cy created  Ihis  year.  Chancellor 
Lantz,  on  the  advise  of  a  handful  of 
local  and  national  health  organiza- 
tions, decided  a  policy  to  address  the 
issue  ot  AIDS  was  necessary.  Per- 
haps Ihey  ace  right,  but  the  idea 
doesn't  seem  lo  have  been  well 
thought  out.  The  policy  says  Ihe 
chancellor  will  make  decisions  on  the 
"compatibility  ol  an  infected  person 
with  campus  life*  on  a  case  by  case 
basis. 

First  of  all,  what  makes  the  chancel- 
lor of  a  university  an  authority  on 
AIDS?  Even  if  she  has  the  advise  of 
medical  and  legal  counsel,  what  busi- 
ness does  she  have  making  deci- 
sions concerning  someone  else's  per- 
sonal life?  It  is  common  knowledge 
(and  it  was  stated  in  Ihe  policy)  that  a 
person  cannot  get  AIDS  Irom  casual 
contact  (such  as  classroom  or  work- 
place participation)  with  an  HIV  posi- 
tive person;  yet  the  administration 
deems  it  necessary  to  conlrol  a  per- 
son's freedom  of  activity  on  campus 
just  because  they  are  HIV  positive. 

What  will  happen  if  she  determines 
an  infected  person  is  not  compatible 
wilh  IPFW?  She  doesn't  seem  to 
know.  All  she  said  was  that,  "We  are 
dealing  with  reasonable  people  mak- 
ing reasonable  decisions  based  on 
Ihe  best  information  we  have."  She 
doesn't  seem  to  have  much  informa- 
tion at  all,  at  least  not  on  her  own  pol- 
icy. The  entire  policy  statement,  oth- 
er ihan  ,the  basic  facts  listed  abouj 
AIDS  a'nd  its  symptoms,  is  very 
vague,  'it  appears  lo  have  been  writ1 
ten  more  lor  the  benelil  ol  Ihe  admin- 
istration rather  than  any  students  or 
employees.  The  chancellor  must  be 
very  concerned  wilh  university  liability 
and  the  cost  ol  insurance  to  imple- 
ment a  policy  that  doesn't  mean  any- 
thing and  is  impossible  to  enforce. 

In  an  interview  wilh  a  The  Commu- 
nicator reporter,  she  said  Ihere  are  no 
known  persons  with  HIV  or  AIDS  on 


campus.  How  does  she  expect  to 
find  out  if  there  are?  Any  reasonable 
peison  is  not  going  lo  come  forward 
on  his  or  her  own  accord  and  say  "I 
have  AIDS,  scrutinize  my  life." 

Lantz  said,  "We  aren't  out  lo  get 
anybody."  She  said  the  policy  will 
protect  Ihose  that  do  not  have  it  from 
getting  it  and  protect  the  dignity  and 
right  to  privacy  ol  those  who  do  have 
AIDS.  How  does  she  expect  to  do 
either?  It  is  quite  impossible  lo  pre- 
vent a  person's  contracting  AIDS 
unless  you  can  control  their  sexual 
conduct  and  prevent  them  Irom  using 
I.V.  drugs.  If  she  has  figured  out  a 
way  to  do  either  one,  she  is  an  expert 
on  AIDS  and  should  share  her 
secrets.  Likewise,  it  is  difficult  to  pro- 
tect peoples'  right  to  privacy  while 
asking  them  to  tell  a  committee  of  six 
that  they  have  AIDS,  then  letting  that 
committe  make  a  decision  determin- 
ing their  right  to  an  education  equal  to 
those  who  do  not  have  AIDS,  or  who 
have  not  come  forward. 

The  comittee  itself  is  another  prob- 
lem. Three  ol  its  members  (the  exec- 
utive director  of  university  relations, 
the  director  of  personnel  and  payroll 
services,  and  the  chancellor)  are  ex 
officio,  meaning  by  virtue  of  the  office 
they  hold— not  by  virlue  of  their 
knowledge  of  AIDS.  Again  the  prob- 
lem ol  lack  of  expertise  arises.  Alter 
all,  will  they  be  asked  for  their  AIDS 
credentials  before  getting  hired?  It 
appears  these  are  conveniently  the 
same  administrators  who  deal  almost 
exclusively  .with  public  relations.  This 
was  probably  not  an  accident. 

The"  administrations  oM.U.  Bloom- 
ington  and  Purdue.  West  Lafayette, 
both  created  their  policies  and  com- 
mittees wilh  education  and  advocacy 
in  mind;  and  they  seem  to  be  imple- 
menting them  with  effectiveness  and 
compassion.  Perhaps  the  chancellor 
and  her  committee  need  to  make  an 
offer  of  public  assistance  rather  than 
slashing  the  issue  away  in  a  hand- 
book.

They  danced  with  lit- 
tle steps  in  a  circle.  Their  male  part- 
ners in  similar  costumes  surrounded 


them  and  picked  up  the  song  where 
the  women  left  off.  ThBir  voices  were 
similar  to  the  drums:  deep,  clear  and 
fhylhmical.  Their  faces  were  intense 
as  they  concentrated  on  their  words 
and  the  delicate  soft  steps  of  their 
dance.  They  paired  off  and  the  maid- 
ens offered  their  partners  imaginary 
drink.  The  men  accepted  with  a  smile, 
they  all  laughed  and  continued  in  their 
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song. 

Sounds  like  a  National  Geographic 
documentary  doesn't  it?  It  all  hap- 
pened right  here  at  the  IPFW  Athletic 
Center  last  Friday  night.  As  part  of 
their  1991  World  tour,  the  Tibetan  Insti- 
tute of  Performing  Arts  performed  the 
Lhamo  Folk  Opera  of  Tibet. 

The  TIPA  functions  under  the  aus- 
pices of  Ihe  Council  for  Religious  and 
Cultural  Affairs  ol  his  Holiness,  the 
Dalai  Lama,  lis  main  purpose  is  to  pre- 
serve the  music,  dances  and  theatrical 
traditions  of  Tibet.  The  world  tour  is 
part  of  a  celebration  of  the  International 
Year  of  Tibet,  declared  by  the  Dalai 

The  evening's  performance  was 
spectacular.  It  was  like  stepping 
across  the  globe  into  another  world, 
another  culture.  Watching  the  group, 
so  dedicated  to  preserving  Iheir  rich, 
elaborate  heritage,  no  doubt  tugged  at 
the  heart  of  the  audience.

AIDS  continued  from  page  1 
ally  transmiited  disease  awareness 
program  called  'Would  You  Lie  to 
Have  Sex?"  said  Trudy  Morritz,  Pur- 
due's director  ol  health  promotion 
programs.  "This  is  a  program  pro- 
duced by  students  for  students.  We 
train  Interested  students  lo  present 
the  facts  to  their  peers,"  she  said. 
Recent  research  indicated  that  many 
college  students  lie  about  their  past, 
she  said.  It's  about  a  50/50  chance 
that  a  person  will  lie.  The  program 
has  had  to  change  its  locus  because 
ol  these  results.  "We  used  to  tell 
people  to  interview  their  partner  to 
find  out  about  their  past.  But  now  we 
tell  them  to  get  to  know  their  partner 
first,  form  a  bond  with  that  person  so 
Ihe  risks  are  greatly  reduced,"  said 


Morritz. 

IPFW  has  not  had  to  directly  deal 
with  the  questions  its  AIDS  policy 
addresses.  "These  are  guidelines," 
said  Lanlz.  The  policy  seems  vague 
because  there  is  very  little  known 
about  AIDS,  she  said.  "You  have  to 
work  with  the  best  information  you 
have  and  get  the  best  advise  you 
can  get.  We  learn  new  facts  along 
the  way,"  she  said. 

Lantz  said  Ihe  policy  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  enlorce  because  there  is  no 
way  to  know  who  is  HIV  positive. 
"We're  not  going  to  ask  people  to 
swear  they  don't  have  if,"  she  said. 
"But  it's  like  any  other  policy,  we 
hope  to  educate  people  and  that's 
Ihe  best  we  can  hope."

With  a  strong  emphasis  on  evange- 
lism, Campus  Crusade  lor  Christ 
allempts  to  impact  students'  lives 
through  fellowship.  Bible  studies  and 
prayer. 

According  to  Lisa  Ellis,  a  graduating 
senior  in  psychology  and  a  leader  in 
Campus  Crusade,  there  are  three 
points  lo  the  organization's  purpose:

'The  winning  involves  leading  others 
to  Christ,"  said  Ellis,  "which  involves  a 
saving  knowledge  of  the  Lord.

point  when  they  know  a  certain 
amount,  wa  send  them  out  !o  also 
reach  others  and  build  them.  It's  a 
continuous  cycle,  much  like  a  wheel." 

Michael  Frederick,  a  junior  in  supervi- 
sion and  another  leader  of  Campus 
Crusade,  called  the  process  the  fulfill- 
ing of  the  great  Commission.  Accord- 
ing to  Frederick,  the  Great  Commission 
is  'everybody  is  going  to  be  hearing 
about  Jesus  Christ  and  at  least  have 
an  opportunity  to  hear  and  make  a 
choice  whether  they  want  to  accept  him 


or  reject  him." 

Campus  Crusade  has  many  activities. 
Every  Monday  at  noon  in  Kettler  Hall 
Room  117  they  have  a  meeting  that 
can  take  on  one  of  two  alternating 
structures:  a  speaker  along  with 
music,  announcements,  skits  and  tesli- 
monies;  or  a  prayer  and  praise  meeting 
when  people  fellowship  and  pray.

Special  speakers  are  also  invited  to 
speak  for  Campus  Crusade.  Clark  Kel- 
log,  an  ex-Indiana  Pacers  player,  will 
be  on  campus  Nov.  3  giving  his  testi- 
mony to  athletes  and  anyone  else  inter- 
ested. He  is  a  member  of  Athletes  in 
Action,  a  ministry  of  Campus  Crusade. 

Ellis  was  first  introduced  to  Campus 
Crusade  when  she  was  a  freshman 
and  saw  a  flyer  on  a  billboard.

really  shy,  really  quiet.  I  didnl  under- 
stand a  lot  ol  the  things  I  do  now  about 
Jesus.  I'm  much  more  confident,  much 
bolder,  and  much  belter  able  to  cope 
with  the  chaotic  world  that  we  live  in." 

Frederick's  introduction  to  Campus 
Crusade  had  more  ol  a  plot  to  it.  "I 
was  a  freshman  here  on  campus,"  said 
Frederick,  "and  I  met  a  girl  in  one  of  my 
classes,  and  she  told  me  about  a  free 
notetaking  lecture  that  I  could  go  to.  I 
really  wanted  to  do  good  in  school,  so  I 
decided  to  go.  I  walked  in  and  sat 
down,  and  Ihis  guy  comes  in  and  intro- 
duces himsell  and  says,  'Welcome  to 
College  Ule  (a  ministry  of  Campus  Cru- 
sade).'
